Going over 
the Cnion F’acific railroad we 
went via Kvansville to Chicago on 
the I. C. I’assing over the beauti- 
ful prairie state of Illlinois we -aw 
fields of corn and wheat and number- 
less orchards. Kntering the White 
City by the lake we passed through 
miles of houses towering skyward 
ere we reached I'nion Depot by Lake 
Michigan. Here we had a stay of 
fcix hours, and I beheld in Lake 
Michigan my first large body of 
water dotted here and there by count- 
less crafts. In a short stay of six 
hours we saw sights and wonder* 
only a large city will furnish. The 
most serious thing, however, and 
which served us as a reminder, was 
a robbery. .\ brother and sister 
having inherited a sum of ^l.MiO 
were waiting in the depot for a train 
in order to return to their home when 
the robbery occurred. 

Land in the great city must be 
Bcarce as while waiting we saw work 
men laying concrete extending out 
into Lake .Michigan forcing the 
foundation of a great city park.

Bearing Northward 
we left the state of Illinois and en- 
tered the great state of Wisconsin.

Elictricity on The Firm. 

K. B. .Miner, of Ori-kany Fall*. | 
X. Y., ha* *olved the problem of' 
progressive farming. He ha* made [ 
a Huceess'iif kid-glove farming and 
can now do the hardest work on the 
premises without a backache. The | 
heavy work on the .'liner farm, and 
most of the lighter work too. is done 
by electricty while the farmer and 
hi* good family stand idly by and | 
watch the wheels go 'round. 

There i'f a little creek running j 
through .Mr. .Mider * farm, and he 
ha* merely put the stream to work , 
and is doing the playing himself. | 
Tfiis stream he harnessed to run a 
small dynamo, which in turn gives I 
him electric light, heal and power for I 
his home and farm buildings. A . 
small dam of the flow type wa* built i 
of concrete. The fall is about six ' 
feet. A small power house was 
equipped with a water wheel and a 
2.5<i volt generator. The electricity 
is carried to the house and barn by 
cables. 

.\t the spacious farm house elec- 
tricity lights all the rooms, heats a 
number of apartments, runs the sew- 
ing machine and will also be used to 
cook the food. Tho cream i* *epa- , 
raied by electricity and the heavy 
barrel churn is run by the same pow- | 
cr. A small motor drives the buzi 
*aws, the grindstone, the feed cutters, ^ 
the fanning mill and pumps the 
water. 

The cost of the plant was trifling | 
considering what it does. It runs | 
night and day and requires practi-j 
cally DO attention further than oiling j 
twice a week. |

OLDEST PAPER IN OHIO 



The J*cioto Gazettei* the oldest pap- 
er of continuous publication under 
the same name, west of the Allegha- 
ny Mountaiu*. It was founded in 
I7:*t> by X'athaniel Willis, grand- 
father of X'. P. Wiliia, the poet. 

The older Wilaon wa* boro in Bos- 
and, tradition ha* it, learned the 
printer's trade under Benjamin Fran- 
klin, and was member of the famou* 
Boston Tea Party. 

At nearly aa can be aacerlained 
the Gazette was intermiiied for a time 
but on -\pril *25, 1 'im, Willi* began 
anew *erics with Vol. I., No. l.and 
the old paper has gone on continuous 
since that date. 

In addition to being the olde*t c\ 
isting paper west of the mountain* 
the iiazette mav fairly lay claim by 
collateral descent at least being the 
first paper ever published in tho 
Northwest Territory. In I7'';i, in 
Cincinnati, Wm. .Maxwell started the 
Centinel of the Northwest Territory 
the first newspaper in the Terrilorr. 
In 17l"> he sold it to Edmund Free- 
man * Jouanal, and in I "HU removed 
to Chillicothe where he died in the 
following year. Willi* bought the 
plant and good will of the paper and 
incorporated the Journal with the 
Gazett.

( >nlv (wo other states have a great- 
er percentage of illiieracy. Out of 
the iwcniy*tive thousand common 
*chiK)l truateo* in the state five thous- 
and of them arc unable to read and 
write. It I* time that people ahould 
awake from their state lethargy in 
which they have b<fon slumbering so 
long and fix their mind and heart up- 
on better and higher education of a 
more technical character, .^lany -ays 
that our great percentage of illiteracy 
1 * due to a great degree to our large 
colored populatinu, but only a glance 
at the national censua report will 
prove lo clearly that were not for 
tbr preaent’ colored population the 
|>ercenlage would be even greater 
that now. 

These facta should not discourage 
us, but only prove a stronger incent- 
tiv*f to a nobler and grander etforl 
for a higher cduealiun a* well as a 
public education, since llic education 
of the masses is directly proportional 
to the higher education. In Kcd'- 
tucky the .**iate ('ollege is and of 
right the head of the educational 
system in the J'late, and the success 
of progress of the educstion of the 
public 1 * measured to a lage degree 
by the -ucre** of the head of higher 
education. 

While the slate i* discredited by 

her educational inferiority in that 
she has no Slate I'niversity, not a 
well developed school system and in 
many other respects it is yet encour- 
ageing to know that there is an 
carne*l and growing demand for ao 
in-titutioo of higher title and grand- 
er proporations and wider in useful- 
ness than the State College. 

The .''late has nothing to regret 
in the money which has been be*tow- 
ed upon this, the greatest institution 
of its kind by far there is in the 
state but on the other hand has much 
for which it may justly feel pround. 

huring its forty years of existence 
and with il* means limited to loss 
than that of almost any other insti- 
tution of its character in the I'nion, 
in ha* done which compare* verv 
favoraltly with that of other larger 
and much greater endowed Colleges 
and uiiiversiiies. 

In comparing it graduates with 
those of other institutions it has less 
than one per cent of failures*- much 
le*s than that of any other college of 
its kind in the Cnited States. Kvery 
member of the class of I'.'Oii has a 
good position. 

The State College is the only 
school in the State which does Cni* 
ver-ity work. .\s has many shown 
in The .lournal from time time the 
courses here are broader, more liber- 
al, and of a morn technical character 
than any in the state. 

There arc eight scientific courses 
leach leading up to a degree, but are 
distinguished by the subject which 
has major importance ju the cirricul- 
um, namely: Chemistry, Botany, 

/oology, Oeology, .Vnatomy and 
Physiology, Entomology, .Vgricul- 
ture, and physic. There are three 
different classical courses One ma- 
jor Greek and l.atin, one in English 
and Modern Languages, and one in 
Pedagogy, which entities the holder 
to teach in any school in the state 
for life without further examination. 

There are also also the various en- 
gineering courses, snch as Mining 
Engineering, Civil Engineering, 
Mechanical Eengineering, and Elec- 
trical Engineering, all of which are 
of four years' duration and lead to a 
degree.
